One of th e m ost

In the fall of 18 16 a toll bridg e was 
bu ilt across th e riv er, bu t a freshet of 
M arch 20, 18 47, took it ou t.

took it ou t, and ex actly ten day s later 
th e ice also destroy ed th e toll bridg e 
tiia t bafi been bu ilt on O tta w a street.

beg an th e erection of a bridg e on 
G alena street. 
On Nov . 28 tw o sp ans 
of the new bridg e w ent down w ith 
tw o team s and nine head of cattle.
